Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  Fort  './ayne  Grade  ’’A"  milk  to  pool  plants 
subject  to  the  Fort  -.'ayne  j.illk  Order  curing  November  1958,  will  receive  a minimum 
uniform  price  of  .,^3.98  per  hmdredweight  for  mi?J<;  testing  3.5d.  A butterfat  dif- 
ferential of  6.7  cents  for  each  one-tenth  of  one  percent  that  inoividual  tests 
vary  above  or  below  the  3.5^  stanaard  will  be  used.  This  minimum  price  is  subject 
to  a I4  cent  ger  hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction  and  authorized  hauling 
charges.  The  computation  of  the  minimuiu  blend  price  is  shown  on  page  I4-  and  the 
class  prices  on  page  3. 

The  $3.98  price  for  November  1958  is  hk  cents  below  the  November  price 
of  a year  ago.  It  is  3 cents  below  the  October  1958  price. 


PRCDUCTION  AND  I7TILIZATI0N 

ApprovecL  producers  shipped  7,752,962  pounds  of  mll’C  to  the  Fort  tk^ne 
market  during  November  1?58,  of  which  5,33[!.,009  pounds  or  68.8%  was  utilized  in 
Class  I.  Production  was  do>n  9.9%  from  October  1958  but  up  11.0%  from  a year 
ago  in  November.  Class  I utilization  of  producer  raj.lk  was  dovm  7.5%  from  last 
month  and  down  5.0>o  from  November  1957. 

There  were  850  producers  on  the  market  for  November  1958  which  is  26 
less  than  October  1958  and  25  less  than  in  November  a year  ago.  Average  produc- 
tion per  farm  per  day  was  308  poimds  for  November  1958.  naily  farm  production 
for  October  1?58  and  November  195?  were  320  pounds  and  269  pomds,  respectively.
